PEOBLEM.

Fuel Administrator Garfield can 


•>est relieve the hard coal situation 


solving the soft coal problem. 


Few persons who have not made a 
study of the fuel situation realize' 
that the two are inseparable. 


Thus far in the coal year there is 


a shortage of 11.000.000 
tons 
of 


soft coal, while there is an increase 
in hard coal production of over 7.- 
noo.000 tons. On the fact of it. this 
should show an "easy" condition of 
the anthracite market, and it would, 
if the situation in each market were 
not dependent upon the situation in 
the other. 
That deficit in the bitu- 


minous coal output, however, is re- 
sponsible for many of the anthra- 
cite troubles, not the least of which 
is the almost prohibitive price of 
pea coal. 


This has been the greatest year in- 


dustrially the United States has ever 
known, and naturally the demand 
for soft coal, the first requirement 
oJ industry, has been unprecedented. 
With the shortage in soft coal pro- 
duction, prices rose to unheard cf 
heights, so high that the smaller 
sizes anthracite, selling at 
normal 


prices, were brought into active com- 
petition. In order to supply this de- 
mand the domestic sizes of anthra- 
cite were broken up into steam sizes 
to take advantage of 
the 
higher 


rates. and thus the shortage in actu-

The exodus of toreign labor prior to 


the entrance ot the United States into 
the war has caused an unprecedented 
shortage of labor in this district, and 
the drain on the supply of workers fol- 
lowing the nation's entry into the con- 
flict has produced a veritable famine of 
male labor. The women who have 
stepped Into the breach are filling light- 
er forms of manual labor admirably, 
according to emplojers. They learii 
rapidly, are cautious in handling ma- 
chinery and with short hours appear 
able to stand up under the physical 
strain. 


At the McEees Rocks.plant of the 


Pressed Steel Car company sixty girls 
and women are employed in the French 
car department. They are helping to 
build artillery cars for use OIL the 
French front. 
About half of these 


girls are American and half foreigners. 
All are buxom lassies, full cheeked and 
round of arm. Most of them were at 
first employed as machine operators' 
helpers and later were promoted to ma- 
chine operators and assemblers. They 
run drill presses and small milling ma- 
chines. They work what is known in 
labor parlance as piecework, but all 
are guaranteed a day rate. They earn 
from $14 a week upward, and their 
hours of employment are from 7:15 
a. m to 5 p. m. 


On*,Piece Bloomers. 


The Pressed Steel Car women are 


dressed in one piece bloomers, skirts 
being discarded as too dangerous 
where the wheels of machines are con- 
stantly whirling, blue or brown in 
color. Each,, weais a dust cap drawn 
over her hair, which is coiled tightly 
around 'the'-top of'her head. A few 
have followed the masculine style of 
hair cut. The work is not heavy, and all 
the girls say they enjoy it The com- 
pany is pieased, and from six to eight 
girls ore being added every day.,Many 
more are needed to take the place of 
men who have enlisted or been drafted 
into the national army, but the com- 
pany is particular whom it chooses 
among the female applicants. Only wo- 
men of good character and strong phy- 
sique are accepted. The company has 
fitted up rest rooms, modernly equip- 
ped, and everything is being done to 
jnake employment attractive to the 
women employees. An apartment is 
being fitted up in the machine shop for 
women- It is planned to advance 300 
men in the general offices, and their 
places will be taken by women. About 
fifty girls arc being employed in the 
passenger car storeroom.

dustry and to hear an address by 
Dr. H. A. Garfield, national fuel ad- 
ministrator. 


The problem 
of 
transportation, 


which the coal men assert.is one of 
the causes of shortage, is receiving 
attention, the inefficiency of labor 
regardless of whether union or non- 
union is a'nother phase that is being 
put forcibly 
before the operators, 


and the actual necessity of the in- 
dustry co-ordinating as a unit to up- 
hold the government in coping with 
the present coal crisis is still another 
feature that is receiving attention. 


While' these questions have been 


given attention by local organiza- 
tions of operators in the individual 
fields, never before has the entire 
industry of the country 
come to- 


gether to consider them. 


Dr. Garfield, who is to make the 


•chief address of the day, has been 
assured by the coal men that he will 
receive the co-operation of the op- 
erators and what- he has to say to 
the meeting today is expected to out- 
line the government's policy toward 
the coal men.

There are just about 30,000 
soldiers here, and every man is from 
some place in clear old Ohio. 


I have met several boys from New- 


ark,

Oscar Haley, "Sprousy" and "Pee- 
we" Wright from Utica. 


I'll bet 't is rather cool up in New- 


ark, for it is cold even down here. 
Every available overcoat is in use. 


Here is a little doggerel, but it's 
so, nevertheless: 
Just a word from your soldiers, 'way 
down in "Montsrom." 
We drill haul all day, and at night 
suck GUI thumb. 
For to town is four miles, and the 
most of us broke, 
And the way we get there, It Is really 
a joke. 
For some of us walk and some of us 
ride, 
When we pet on the street cars, the 
most of us hide. 
If we haven't got dough we are sure 


in a pickle, 
For they won't let us ride, 'leg we pro- 
duce a nickel. 
And the thmsjs that we eat, well they 
just can't be beat, 
We Jiave pancakes each morning and 
some times have meat.

When we do we can't eat it, it's always' 
too tough.

MAY GET TRACTORS 


TO PULL BIG GUNS 


Camp Sherman, Chillicotlie, Ohio, 


Oct. 
23.—Registration of the select 


ive draft men from Ohio so they can 
vote later this week when the elec- 
tion officials come h<>ie after visit- 
ing Ohio's national guard trops at 
Montgomery, Ala., was under way 
today. 
Registration 
blanks 
were 


distributed to each regimental adju- 
tant yesterday by Reg'btiar McCurdy 
of the state automobile department, 
representing Secretan of State Ful- 
ton. 
Each company commander is 


qualified to administer 
oaths. 
It 


was expected today that voting will 
be complete before Sunday. 
It will 


depend a great deal on when 
the 


election officiate arrive here from 
Montgomery. 


Men of the heavy artillery regi- 


ments are taking mucli interest in 
reports that they are to be furnished 
with caterpillar tractors instead of 
horses for conveying the six inch 
cannon with which the regiment Is 
to be equipped when ready for the 
battle front. It was said at division 
headquarters 'today that there is a 
possibility of tractors being furnish- 
ed but no definite orders have come 
concerning them. 


Real trench life is in store for the 


selects beginning Wednesday. Ground 
is to be broken for the first practice 
trenches. These are to be laid out 
in a field some two miles north of 
the camp. A battalion-size system 
will be constructed. 
It will be 300 


yards long and 
600 yards wide. 


Camp Sherman will be used as the 
"base" and from it will be sent sup- 
plies, food, etc., for the men in the 
trenches. All the battalions will get 
a chance at actual 4'dig in" experi- 
ence sooner or later and they will 
also all share in the building of the 
system. It will be laid out, manned ' 
and supplied as nearly like trenches 
at the front in France as is possible. 
Major Eric Fisher Wood and Colonel 
Hannum are to be in general charge. 
The work will be separate from that 
now being done in the model trench 
system inside the 
camp 
grounds 


which is largely for bayonet practice. 


It will be probably a month be- 


fore the system will be ready for 
actual trench 
life 
experience but 


when that time comes battalions will 
be marched to the field .installed in 
battle form and required to live there 
just as if they were in the trenches 
in Europe. 
Details will be sent to 


Camp Sherman, the base, to bring 
up supplies, food, etc, so that the 
experience will be ^complete. 
j 


Preparations are being made for 


the reception of the next selective 
draft men. There^ was a 
report 


which officers were .unable to verify 
that negio draftees from Oklahoma 
had been started to Camp Sherman, 
but it was doubted.
